of outside labour, the future develop- |” 


ment of the country depends almost en- 
lirely. We are, theretore, not eurprisad 
that, somewhat late in the duy, the 
official organ of British North Borneo 
takes exception to the additional regula- 
tions which it was proposed by’ the 
Hongkong Governmont ‘to impose upon 
British vessels carrying coolies on the 
China coast. Were these regulations 
insisted upon British shipowners would 
have to incur consideruble expenditure 
in order to refit their vessels, but the 
most sorioas objection to the proposed 
reguintions is that no similar rostric- 
tions apply to vessels trading under 
foreigu flags, and, in consequence, if 
the change is insisted upon, the coolie 
parte trade will be diverted-entiroly 
from British vessels. As it is, under 
resent conditions, the passenger tratiie 
ia British steamers touching at Hong- 
kong and the Treaty Porta of China 
and Japan is very seriously .hatm- 
ered’ and: handicapped. German, 

anjeh and Norwegian’ steamers of 
equal tonnage to Britieh steamers can 
carry double the number of coolios from 
a Treaty Port or Hongkong to Siam, 
dava or the Straits. Tho natural result 
is that if foreign steamers were avail- 
able, British steamers would fail to get 
even a shore in the trade. It is to the 
Chinese chartorer'’s benefit to crowd as 
many coolies on board a steamer asit will 
possibly hold, irrespective of guéstions of 
safety or health or decency. To him, the 
comfort ot his fellow-countrymen’ is of 


no moment. The income he derives 
from the transaction is of more account 
than the lives of Chinese coolies,

MOSQUITOES AND THE PROPAGA- 
TION OF DISEASE. ~ 

For many years (saya the Japan Mail) 
there bas beon a sbrewd suspicion that mos- 
uitoes act as agents for propagating disease, 

should they not, indeed, seeing that 
they suck the blood of the sick os woll a8 of 
the hale and that cach femnle of these little 
pests—the malo is too mach of a gentleman 
to bo a blood-sucker—becomes a nidus of 
poisonous parasites. A etientific demonstra~ 
tion of the fact lina now been given by De 
Patrick Maneon, before the Royal College of 
Physicians. It appoare that the pola abject 
of the female mosquito in life ia to fill her- 
self with blood, ‘Shot dono, sbe quits her 
shelter, alights on the surface of the water, 
deposits her eggs, diesand finde a grave be- 
tide them, ‘Their mother's body and thoir 
own cast-off skins are amung the first things 
that the young mosquitoce eat, and from 
these edibles thes turn to their neighbours’ 
axaviea, so that whatever bacteria fiiid theie 
way into the body of one moaqnito become 
oventually scattered through the bodies of 
several others, ‘Thua the bacteria epread 
from pool to pool and are sonttered broad~ 
cast abont the country, Dr Manson thos 
describes the‘anbsequent processes --— 

«We can readily onderstand bow. the mas- 
quite-bred plastmodium may be swallowed by 
mac in water af eo many disoase germs Aro, 
and wecan readily understand how it may 
he iubaled in dust. Morguito-hanated pools 
dry up. ‘The plasmodia in the larva, and 
these that hava been scattered about in the 
water, finding themslves stranded by the 
drongbt, and 80 placed in o condition un- 
favourable for development, pass into o 
resting stage, just as they do when by 
quinine or other moans man. is rendered 
temporarily unsuited for thetr active life, 
. ,, tha dried sediment of the pool, 
blown about by wiada and currents of alt, is 
inhaled’ by man, and 89 the pleamodium 
may find its way back again to the host 
from whom its ancestors had, perhaps, start 
ed generations back. I would conjectare 
that on entering man and on entering the 
Jarval mosquito it develops into a flogeliatad 
spore into which it develops in tho mos- 

aito’s stomach, In this way it would be 
onabled to panetrate the mucous suriaces 
and get inte the human blood-oell. Man 
mosquitoes die. without getting to water ; al 
male mosquitoes die without aceking water. 
They may die far from water, blown away, 
ge we know mosquitoes are, by high winds. 
The budies of such mosquitoes all in time 
‘on the soil and devompose, The parasites 
they contained pass into the resting stage, 
and in this form they also may be carried 
into the air by currents, or be blown abont 
aa dust, or be shaken out by men wher he 
disturbs the soil, In thia way the plas 
modium may find a route back toman again, 
In thia way, too we may explain the vdcure 
Fence of those cases of malaria which op- 
parently, though not really, are unconnected. 
with ewamp or stagnant water. Such is wy 
view of the life-history of the conlaria pare~ 
site, and the rile of the mosquito with Fee 
gard to it, and of the process by which moa
